7 that he did it Purpoſely: It appearts that he did it, chat he could 
rite to my Lord Duke of Ormonde (as he did n after,) That 
the Congregation would not Receivethe Communion by M. Dauid's Hands, 
and that by that means he could perſuade his Grace to put M. David out 
of his Place, and that he might be the only Miniſter of the French Congre- 
gation in K;l/kenny; What he did here, he had Premeditated it; he made 
a Cabal for it, all the week before, - that the People would nor Receive 
the Communion by M. David's Hands, And (which is very Remarkable, and 
which Proves it.) the moſt part of rhble that Communicated only under 
One Kind, and followed him, were Perſons unknown unto M. David, and 
ſo, who could not be his Enemies, if they be Chriſtians; but who had been 
ſo weak as to ſuffer themſelves to be ſeduced for. rhis Action; whereof, 
ſome afterwards Certified to have a great Regret for ſo doing/. « © 
O Fine uſe of the Holy Sacramenr, for one who calls himſelf Miniſter 
of Chriſt, to Adminiſter it under One Kind only. to Refufe the Wine to 
the People, to Abandon and Command the People to Abandon the Com- 
munion Service without Thanksgiving. without Bleſſing, and that for the 
Diſunion of the Communicants, and to ſerve his Execrable End. 
II. On Sunday the 23d of September 1705. In his ad Se mon on Fobs, 
v. 29, Search the Scrigfuret. A pact of this Sermon was tothe Praiſe of the 
Religion of {ahowet and of his Alcoran well ſpecified, He ſaid that that 
Alcoran was good, he endeavoured to prove that it wasto be approved, ex- 
cept (ſaid he only) a little Hiſtory of a Bird, which flyed away; he did 
not approve it, but all the reſt ofthe Alcoran, according to his opinion. was 
good, without making any other Exception. It ſeems he ſhould at leaſt 
Except what that Alcoran ſendsinto Hell, all choſe whoſay that Jeſus Chriſt 
is the Son of God. But we ſhall ſee hereatter what he Preachesand Writes 
on that Subject. 3 TE TIL ATE 
HI. On Sunday the 21ſt of QFob. 1505. zu Sermon on Tabs, v. 39. 
Perſevering to Recommend Mabomet as Religion, be ſaid Expreſsl y, that 
it was grounded upon Traditions of immemorial times. 
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Iv. On Sanday the 4th of Novemd. 1705; The 44h Sermon on. Jobe, 
5. 5 Onthe Preceding Sunday, Mr. David had Preached of the Necellity . 
of Grace, according to the Article of the Confeſſion of Faith on that mat- 
ter, Mr. Rennoult bethought himſelf in this Sermon of retuting the Do- 

- Etrine of the neceſſity of Grace: he ſaid that we are able to do all by our 
ſelyes; that people ought not to meddle themſelves with paſſages which 

land in need of Commentaries, as this was, No man can come to me except 
the Father which bas ſent me, draw him: That it is enough for People to 
be ſaved, to keep theſe Commandments, thos Halt not kill, thou [halt not 
commit Adultery. Thou ſhalt not ſteal. 

This is a very eaſie Religion which he propoſes to the People as ſuffici- 
ent to be ſaved, People without being obliged to believe ſo many things 
which are troubleſome to the Spirit, and to the Heart; without troubling 
themſelves with Articles of Faith, whatſoever they might be, muſt on- 
Iy abſtain from wronging their Neighbours, and they ſhall be faved wich- 

dut more ado. Oh! how eaſie is this Religion in compariſon of that that 
Jefus Chriſt and his Apoſtles Taught us, and for whoſe Confirmation they 
. ſuffered Martyrdom/ 
V. On Sunday the 18th of Novemb. 1705, On Eccl. 1. 14. All is VA. 
- #ity. Amongſt the Vanities of Vanities of this World, he put and ſpecified 
the reading of the Holy Scriptures in the Originals. What avails ſaid he, to 
Read Scripture in the Original Hebrew or Greek ?*Thatis to ſay, more than 
the Papiſts ſay on the Controverſies betwixt them and us on this Matter. 
VI. On Tueſday the 25th of December 1705, Chriſtmas day, on Lyke 3. 
18. Which was the Son of Adam; which was the Son of God. This Text 
was taken by him, his whole Sermon made to prove that that Jeſus Chriſt - 
was the Son of God, it was through Adam; and that he is the Son of. God 
happened in time. He begun his Diſcourſe ſaying, that in this Genealogy ot

And then, Teſs Son of Seth; Feſus 
Sou of Adam; Feſus Son of God; And that by that means we would have a 
proof that Feſns is Son of God, Explication 1. which is againſt good 
Senſe ; Who ſees not that here is a Genealogy? Who ever read a Genewlogy 
in that manner: He ſays that he took this Expoſition from ſome French 
Author. He ſhould leave it unto him, and not take it from him- The 
Author from whom he took it (Jean Deſpag ne) gave it without conſide- 
ring the Dangerous Conſequences that might be drawn from it. ſince he 
fizhteth very well elſe- where againſt Socinians who deny thit Eternal Di- 
vinity of Feſus Chriſt, which Hereſj the new Socinians do pretend to Eſta- 
bliſt by this Expoſition. 2. If this Expoſirion be admitted, the whole 
firſt Fropoſition of this Genealogy is to be put betwixt every Name of it.

1ſt. (Said Mr. Renoult) Jeſus was made the Son ot God, (he did not 
lay was Mauifeſted. or Declared the Son of God, but made) by his Concep- 
tion. 24, By his Charge. 3d. By his Reſurrection. 4th, By his Aſcen- 


tion into Heaven, As to the Eternal Filiation of the Son of God, he ne- 


ver ſpoke a word, he ſuppos'd *t continually to be but Temporal; ſo- that, 
according to his Opinion, it muſt be ſaid, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt was 
made Son of God, not only in time, but alſo by degrees. Likely a quarter 
part by his Conception; halt a part by his Office; the three quarters by

(viz. the Latin Authors oppoſitively to the Divines) do employ it? He 
did not explicate in expreſe'd words, what was the ſenſe of the Eatin Au- 
thors in the ule of the word Perſona; That would have cauſed horrour 
for him amongſt his Hearers: Whatever it may be, he would have us to 
cake that woid Perſcn inthe meaning of the Latins oppoſitively to that of 
the French (and likewile to that of the Engliſh, which is the ſame, ) for he 
oppoles one to the other, Not in the meaning of the French, but in the mean- 
irg of the Latin, \ays he. And thence it appears Evidently, that it Divines 
both Zatizand French, to take that word Perſona, as they do, to ſigniſie a 
Suppoſitum intelleftuale, an FHhpoſtaſe, or Subſiſtence; tis not according to 
that meaning, he would have that word to be taken in Matter of Trinity;

Which isa meerLabellius, 
the Execrable Doctrine of Server, Vet this Mr; Renoult had Read in the 
Divine Service immediately before the Sy moe of St. Athanaſe, which is di- 
rectly oppoſite to that Doctrine. Doctime whereby they Teach, that 
there is no other diſtinction, but Verbal, bet wixt the Three adorable Per- 


fons, That as there is, but one Eſſence, there is alſo but one Perſon in 


God, who hath Three Names, who calls himſelf ſometimes the Fa: ber, 
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ſometimes the Son, ſometimes the Holy G hot. according to the diverſity 
of his out ward operations. . 

Which is to deny the Trinity; to make of the Trinity bur a Play of 
words; to Transform God into an Actor, a Player, a Masker, a Mummer, 
who Plays Three parts at the ſame time, and who becauſe of that, is taken 

for to be Three, tho' there is but One, Tis to Reject Chriſtian Faith, ac- 
cording to which we ſay, There is one Perſon of the Fathers anotber of the 
Son, and another of the Holy Ghoſt! Tis to look as Chimeras, an that which 
the Holy Scripture faith of the Father-hood of God the Father» of the Eter- 
nal Generation ↄf the San, and of the Proceſſion of the Holy Spirit. Since, 
according to this Hereſy, all that which makes the Diſtinction of Perſons 
in God, conſiſts only inthe Diverſity of the outward operations of God 
towards Creatures, it will neceſſarily follow, that there were not Three 
Perſons in the Divine Eſſence before Creation, and which is more; Since 
there is an Infinite Number of operations of God towards Creatures, it fol- 
lows alſo that there is a thouſand of Million of Perſons in God from the 
Creation? Where is aCh:il.ian, who would not be ſtrut with Horrour 
at the Hearing of ſuch DoCtrines ? |

If this Doctrine be Admitted ; it is raſhly and in vain the Apoſtles 
expoſed themſelves, to Death tor Chrtſtian Faith. If they had Preached 
but good Works without Faith, without the- knowledge of the true God, 
only that Men ſhould live Morally well. tobe Saved; Nations had not c6n- 
tradicted them, and they had not ſuffer'd Martyrdom; And as many that 
have been Martyrs for Chtiſtian Faith, have been ſo many ſelf-murthereis. 

According to that Doctrine, in the Application ef this. his Sermon, he 
Dectaim'd againit the Reformers, he laid blame upon them, as having not 
Reformed Manners. They ſhould: (ſaid he) have apply'd themſelves to 
Reformation of Manners, rather than to the Reformation of Doctrine.

Chriſtianis have but one 
QbjeQt of Adoration: Namely God. But Mr. Kenodlt hathrwo : If he Wor- 
ſhips the Lan, he Worſhipeth not God; It he Worſhipeth God, he Wor- 
ſhipeth not the. Lawb, The firſt part was of the Adoration of God; the 
ſecond of the Adoraion of the Createre. In the fecond part, 1ſt, he en- 
deavbured continually to prove that by the Lamb, we mult not under 
Rand God, but the Creature. 2d: That the Ancient Fathers Adored not 
this Lamb {theſe are his own words n Frezxch) that only it was fotetold he 
ſhould be Adored in timb. He alledged here the Paffage of the 24, Pal. 
Kiſs the Son leaſt he be Afgry. He ſaid well tbatby that Kiſſing was meant 
Adoration; But (ſaid he) that fignites not that this Lamb was Adored at 
that time, but only he ſhould be Adored under the Goſpel. x 
34. He undertook to prove that the Lamb was not God, His great 
Argument for that, was, The Lawd humbled himfelt ; Now (ſaid he in 
expreſled Words) God cannot be ſaid to have humbled himſelf. What? 
It was not then God who humbled himſelf, taking our own Nature in 
Unity of Perſon, that he might die for us?
